‘Explained 


In connection with the special 
Chaffey school election June 10, 
Daniel B. Milliken, superntend- 
ent, outlines in the accompany- 
ving statement reasons for the 
proposal. 

Two measures will be on the 
“ballot. One calls for a bond is- 
sue of $1,000,000. The other pro- 
posal asks the voters’ permission 
for the Chaffey board to increase 
the tax limit by 15 cents. This 
*increase would provide an esti- 
mated $129,000 additional reven- 
gue for current operations.

The number of high school stu- 
dents in the Chaffey district is 
‘increasing about 10 per cent 
each year. As the number of 
pupils now in the elementary 
schools indicate this rate will 
continue, funds are needed to 


“construct buildings to care for 


the added numbers. Bonds musi 
be voted to supply funds for this 
construction. 

Fontana high school is open- 
ing with two classes in Septem- 
per, 1952. More facilities are 
needed to permit the junior and 
senior classes to be transferred 
from the Chaffey campus. The 
shifting of Fontana students 
from the Ontario campus will 
relieve the present crowded con- 
ditions in Ontario. Bonds for 
more construction will actually 
provide further relief by assur- 
ing the transfer of all Fontana 
high school youth to the Fontana 
campus.
